REMARKS 


The whole number of different pupils during the year was 94. 
We would like to impress upon the minds of the parents the 
importance of sending their children to school regularly the 
coming year. 

We intended to have the schools in town of the same length, 
but on account of several families moving away making a lack 


of scholars the Ellsworth Hill school was somewhat shorter, 


and on account of sickness of the teacher the Rowentown: 
school was discontinued but the remainder of the term will be 
added to the spring term next year as the money has been set 
aside in the treasury to do sv. The other schools being much 
longer than usual. 

A gift of $10 by Mrs. H. M. Bowen added one week to the 
grammar school. 

On the whole we have had a very successful year. 

We would like to hire more State Normal graduates the 
coming year, as they are competent and their methods of 
teaching are instructive and practical, and on account of the 
extra rebate from the state they are no more expensive to the 
town. . 
As our schools have been a good length we hardly think the 
small balance in the hands of the treasurer will come amiss 
next year.
